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Greenbelt’s New Middle School: 
Green and (Almost) Ready to Go 


On Tuesday, the lettering 
“Greenbelt Middle School” was 
attached to the new building. 

The new Greenbelt Middle 
School will be opening its doors 
to students August 20 but all of 
the administrative workers are 
still in the old middle school for 
the rest of this week. 

“You see we’re still in tran- 
sitional mode,” said Principal 
Warren Tweedy, referring to 
the box-filled halls of the old 
school. 

The new school, which has 
taken over 10 years to complete, 
is a large building and it’s com- 
pletely green. 

The building has strategically 
placed windows to make use 
of natural light and underneath 
the field outside are geothermal 
wells which will be used to heat 
the school. 

Even the wax used on the 
building, and the rugs are green, 
said James Smith, the school’s 
building supervisor. 

The new school can hold 
1089 students. 682 students 
were enrolled in the old middle 
school last year but because

more sixth graders will attend, 
there are going to be an addi- 
tional 300 students in the school 
this year. 

As of Tuesday there were 974 
students enrolled for the 2012- 
2013 school year. 

The front doors to the build- 
ing are always going to be 


locked and parents will have to 
go through the office to sign in. 
The center of the school fea- 
tures a courtyard. 
“On nice days, [students] can 
eat breakfast in the courtyard,” 
said Smith.

Studied for More than a Decade 


Serious contemplation of a 
new middle school for Green- 
belt began over 10 years ago, in 
March, 2002 — when Greenbelt 
city representatives met with 
staff of the county school system 
Capital Projects Office to review 
results of a school feasibility 
study. Four alternative plans had 
been proposed 

These ranged from thoroughly 
renovating the existing Greenbelt 
Middle School to tearing down 
various portions of the building 
and constructing new additions, 
to constructing a new school 
building on the same school site. 

Plan D, creating a new build- 
ing, was not only the least costly 
but it could be completed quickly 
since it would not have to be 
built around students still actively 
using the existing building. Un- 
resolved in that plan, however, 
was what to do with the existing 
building and its historic sections 
that the school board, by law, 
was required to preserve. 

For that reason, Plan C, which 
would tear down and replace 
non-historic sections of the exist- 
ing building, was the apparent 
choice even though the school 
staff preferred a new building. 
Construction was to begin in 
two years and the new facility to 
open in fall 2006.

School planning became com- 
plicated by 2006, however, when 
additional school facilities to 
accommodate Greenbelt Station 
were being considered This was 
the proposed new development at 
and south of the Greenbelt Metro 
station. 

At the same time AIMCO, 
owners of the adjacent Spring- 
hill Lake (Empirian Village) 
apartment complex proposed to 
tear down the existing buildings, 
replacing them with new build- 
ings, some as highrise apart- 
ments. AIMCO officials also 
proposed constructing a new 
elementary school on the middle 
school property, along with a new 
middle school. 

The existing Springhill Lake 
Elementary School would then 
be torn down and replaced with 
a small lake and apartment build- 
ings. Left unclear was who 
would pay which of these chang- 
es in school construction. 

Greenbelters expressed con- 
cerns about locating the two 
schools in such close proximity, 
the large number of students to 
be concentrated in one site and 
the loss to the public of the exist- 
ing elementary school site. 

Plan D Go Ahead 

The Prince George’s County 

Board of Education decided in 


spring 2007 to proceed with con- 
structing a new school building 
— Plan D, with construction to 
start in spring 2008. The board 
rejected an AIMCO proposal to 
undertake school construction in 
conjunction with the redevelop- 
ment of the apartment complex 
or to build a new elementary 
school. 

The new two-story mid- 
dle school building was to be 
220,000 square feet and located 
facing Breezewood Drive. Ex- 
cept for the two sections of the 
old school designated “historic,” 
which were to be retrofitted, the 
old building would be demolished 
and the school bus facility ex- 
panded into that area. Construc- 
tion would begin in 2008 and 
occupancy take place in 2009. 

Deplorable 

In May 2007 County Coun- 
cilmember Ingrid Turner toured 
Greenbelt Middle School and 
found the building’s condition 
deplorable, “almost third world.” 
Principal Judy Austin advised 
Turner that improvements had 
been put on hold because there 
was soon to be a new building. 
School conditions were thus get- 
ting worse. 

In fall 2008 a concerted effort

Goddard Crew Is Thrilled 
By Rover Landing on Mars

When Curiosity landed on 
Mars early Monday morning, 
eager viewers crowded into the 
Goddard Visitor Center to watch 
the live feed from NASA’s Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory alongside 
Goddard researchers who will 
use the rover’s data to study the 
geological history of Mars. 

The planetary geochemists will 
be using the rover to search for 
organic molecules and evidence 
of water — anything that might 
show signs of life, they told the 
audience in a presentation min- 
utes before the live landing feed. 

“This is by far the most ca- 
pable device, set of instruments, 
we’ve put up there for determin- 
ing whether Mars ever could 
have supported life,” said John 
Holdren, Ph.D., assistant to the 
president for science and technol-

ogy. “And of course, the ques- 
tion of whether there was ever 
life on Mars is an enormously 
important scientific question, 
almost a philosophical question 
relating to our place in the solar 
system and our place in the uni- 
verse.” 

Curiosity 1s equipped with 10 
instruments, 17 cameras and a 
belly that serves as a geochemi- 
cal laboratory, the Sample Analy- 
sis at Mars (SAM) instrument, 
part of which had been built at 
Goddard. 

A Field Geologist 

“Curiosity is like a field geol- 
ogist,” said Jennifer Stern, Ph.D., 
a planetary geochemist at God- 
dard. “And it’s also able to be 
like a lab geochemist.”

I enjoyed the remembrances of 
Eugenia Horstman about growing 
up in Greenbelt in the July 26 
issue of the News Review. A\I- 
though I am a few years younger 
than she 1s, I also grew up in 11 
Court Ridge. 

Many of her memories match 
mine, especially playing in the 
woods behind 14 and 12 Court 
of Ridge Road (where University 
Square Apartments, are now). 

Regarding Indian Springs, 
however, Ms. Horstman is misin- 
formed. The springs are still eas- 
ily accessible by going up Walker 
Drive from Greenbelt Road past 
the TGIFriday restaurant. Just be- 
fore the circle at the end of Walker 
Drive turn right into the parking lot 
for 7855 and 7833 Walker Drive. 
Directly behind 7855, there is a 
surface parking lot and a parking 
garage. At the far side of the sur- 
face lot, you will see a picnic table 
and a few blue trash cans. Walk 
down the path next to the picnic 
table toward the Beltway fence. 
About half way from the parking 
lot to the fence, the springs will be 
on your left. The stone wall into 
which the springs were set many 
years ago is in remarkably good 
shape. 

The three ceramic cisterns in 
the wall are still full to overflow- 
ing with spring water, which runs 
into a stream. I was tempted to 
taste the water when I last visited 
in April but thought better of it. 

It’s amazing to see that the 
site looks exactly as it did when 
I last saw it 50 years ago... 
except now it is within 50 yards 
of 495/95.

Greening Labor Day 
Festival Waste 


While Greenbelt recycles more 
than half its waste material, the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee 
on Environmental Sustainabil- 
ity (GreenACES) is working 
toward continued improvement 
and focusing on handling Labor 
Day Festival waste as greenly as 
possible. The city must pay $56 
per ton for refuse that goes to 
the landfill; it is actually getting 
money back by recycling, which 
can be used toward other city 
programs and activities. 

GreenACES and the Public 
Works Department will place 
trash and recycling bins together 
as sets. Most food vendors will 
provide recyclable dinnerware. 
Volunteers wearing a green turtle 
or frog pendant will be available 
to answer questions. 

The bins will be marked and 
all are encouraged to use the 
correct bin — since most festival 
waste will be recyclable, it should 
go into the recycling bins — charts 
on the bins will show recyclables 
in green; the few that cannot be 
recycled are shown in red. 

Volunteers Sought 

GreenACES is seeking vol- 
unteers to stand near the sets of 
recycling and trash bins to cheer- 
fully encourage and help people 
“recycle the recyclables” and 
“trash the trash.” Training will 
be provided at the Public Works 
building on Thursday, August 30 
at 7:30 p.m.

He 
lived in Greenbelt from 1954 to

Al, as most Greenbelters knew 
him, was born on August 30, 
1927, in Thomas, W.Va., the 
son of the late John Wesley and 
Hazel (Hedrick) Cousin. He had 
13 siblings. He married Mary 
Ellen Helmick, also of Thomas, 
in Cumberland, Md., on February 
19, 1954. 

Mr. Cousin was a graduate 
of Thomas High School and 
after driving “the pop truck” as 
he called it (delivering bever- 
ages), answered the call for 
merchant mariners as he was 
too young to enlist in the regu- 
lar WWII forces. He fought in 
the Korean War, was a master 
sergeant and was honored with 
two Bronze Stars. After Korea 
he went to trade school and 
worked as a business machine 
specialist until he retired. 

Most Greenbelters knew Al 
as scoutmaster, member of the 
Mowatt Memorial United Meth- 
odist Church and/or Greenbelt 
Human Relations Board mem- 
ber. He was Greenbelt’s first 
Outstanding Citizen in 1973. 

Mr. Cousin was Scoutmas- 
ter of Troop 746 for 30 years 
and was recipient of the Silver 
Beaver Award. The Cousins 
opened up “The Farm” as it 
has come to be called, prop- 
erty they bought in Morgan 
County, W.Va., in 1957 as a 
camping and recreation retreat 
to the scouts (Camp Dogwood), 
the Methodist Youth Fellow- 
ship and basically anyone who 
wanted to visit the mountains. 
He served as lay leader and 
chairman of the Mowatt ad- 
ministrative board and was still 
running the grill at the annual 
Mowatt yard sale until 2010. 
His presence was familiar at 
City Council meetings. 

He is survived by his wife, 
son Gary Cousin of Green- 
belt, stepson Bill Abell of Sil- 
ver Spring, daughter Joy, wife 
of Joaquin Torres of Boynton 
Beach Fla. and their two chil- 
dren Diego and Kyla Torres. 

His ashes were interred at 
Rose Hill Cemetery in Thomas,

by the school board and the city, 
with Turner’s help, successfully 
included planning funds in the 
state Capital Projects Budget 
for a new school building. In 
a November meeting with the 
city council, County Executive 
Jack Johnson pledged to include 
requests in his 2010 and 2011 
budgets for engineering and con- 
struction funds. 

At an open meeting at the 
school on July 14, 2009, attend- 
ees learned that groundbreaking 
for a new school would take 
place the following January. 
Diminished state funding had de- 
layed an earlier groundbreaking 
planned for the previous May. 

School board member Rosa- 
lind Johnson urged continued 
advocacy to keep the project on 
schedule, noting a number of ac- 
tions needed before construction 
would be fully authorized. 

To house 990 students, the 
new building would take 18 
months to construct and cost $54 
million. School Superintendent 
William Hite reiterated to the 
Greenbelt City Council in Au- 
gust the groundbreaking plan and 
the need for continued advocacy. 

Groundbreaking 

With rain threatening, 65 peo- 
ple attended the groundbreaking 
ceremony, which did not take 
place until September 27, 2010. 
Mayor Judith Davis proclaimed 
it “a sunny day for Greenbelt” 
in spite of the weather. The 
new structure would be the third 
Leadership in Energy and Envi- 
ronmental Design (LEED) school 
building in the county. Dressed 
in hard hats, school, city, county 
and state officials shoveled dirt 
to start construction of Green- 
belt’s newest public facility. 

Once construction began, it 
apparently proceeded without 
significant problems. Allocated 
construction funds will be used 
for renovation of the historic 
portion of the old middle school 
building if not required for new 
building cost overruns. 

While the amount of funds 
available for such renovation are 
not known at this time, school 
officials have been optimistic in 
the past that the new building 
will be completed with costs 
under budget. Although the new 
school is now significantly com- 
pleted, workers were still busy 
completing extensive exterior 
landscape work when the site 
was observed in early August. 

Old Building 

The first portion of the origi- 
nal school was built by the fed- 
eral government in 1937-38 as 
part of the original Green Towns 
project of the Resettlement Ad- 
ministration that had built the 
model planned community of 
Greenbelt. It was to be used as 
a junior-senior high school. 

The building was located sig- 
nificantly away from the rest of 
the new town, reportedly as an 
appeasement to the residents of 
Berwyn Heights, whose children 
would also attend the school. 
(Some of them had not been 
happy to see housing for low- 
income people built near their 
own homes.) There were 11 
classrooms plus two other rooms 
for domestic science and indus- 
trial arts. 

In 1945 an addition to the 
high school was also constructed 


by the government. Both this 
addition and the original building 
are now considered historic. 

The Defense Homes added 
to Greenbelt at the beginning of 
World War II then necessitated 
expansion of the high school, 
which was not funded for an- 
other three years. That addition 
contained an office, seven class- 
rooms and a multi-purpose room. 

In 1949 the government sold 
both the building and the land to 
the Board of Education, which 
had always operated the school. 
In June 1951 the last high 
school class graduated from the 
school and the building became 
a junior high. 

More students than class- 
room space then resulted in 
three Quonset huts, providing 10 
classrooms, which stayed on site 
until 1961. 

New Construction 

In 1953, a multipurpose room, 
now a gymnasium, was added 
to the building. A 1957 addi- 
tion provided a new multipur- 
pose room with kitchen and 
cafeteria, two laboratories, nine 
classrooms and other facilities, 
while a 1962 addition provided 
19 more classrooms. The last 
addition, in 1969, provided new 
administrative offices, 10 class- 
rooms and other facilities. In 
1981 the school board changed 
the school’s use to become a 
middle school. 

Believing it necessary to de- 
termine the future disposition of 
the old building by the time the 
new one was ready for occupan- 
cy, and with possible expanded 
city uses then proposed for the 
building, the Greenbelt City 
Council established a Greenbelt 
Middle School Task Force in 
December 2010 to study how the 
school might be re-utilized and 
whether or not the city should 
acquire it as had been done with 
the surplussed Greenbelt Center 
School. 

After three public hearings, a 
Community Planning Festival, an 
interim report and two follow-up 
reports, the committee issued its 
final report on June 21. 

Proposals for city acquisition 
and the building’s possible use 
were not resolved once it was 
learned that the school board 
would retain property ownership. 
A variety of possible social ser- 
vices proposed to be housed 
there were made less relevant by 
the new owners of the adjacent 
apartment project, now known 
as Franklin Park at Greenbelt 
Station, who were in the process 
of upgrading the income level of 
its tenants. 

All proposed non-school uses 
were then put on hold when 
school staff announced they were 
studying the feasibility of re- 
locating the French immersion 
program to the old building from 
Robert Goddard Middle School. 
School staff were also awaiting 
a determination of improvements 
to be required by the Maryland 
Historic Preservation Commis- 
sion for the historic portions of 
the building. 

Another issue to be resolved 
is what building space, if any, 
might be allocated for use by 
Turning Point Academy, a char- 
ter school, which has expressed 
interest in using part or all of 
the building.

“On the roof they have grass 
and flowers. They’re going to 
have a garden,” Smith said. 

“The kids will begin by car- 
ing for the garden,” said Tweedy. 
“The program will definitely 
grow.” 

The roof also has stairs so 
Smith can easily get to different 
places in the building to maintain 
machinery. 

The new school features a 
media center and a TV studio. 
There are plans to have a TV 
production class. 

The modern family consumer 
services classroom is equipped 
with a laundry room, a pantry, 
two full kitchens and computer 
stations. 

Culinary Arts 

“|The teacher] is very excited 
about what she can do with the 
curriculum,” Tweedy said. 

Last spring the culinary arts 
club started with just 30 students 
but Tweedy hopes to expand the 
program this fall, utilizing the 
new equipment. 

“T really think the kids are 
going to be excited,” Tweedy 
said. 

Each of the special educa- 
tion classrooms has its own 
large bathroom with a shower 
and audio visual stations to 
help the 42 to 45 students who 
are 1n communication reference 
instruction. 

Tweedy’s background is spe- 
cial education and he has a pas- 
sion for it. 

“T understand that the leader 
really impacts your special edu- 
cation program,” Tweedy said. 

Bleachers 

The new gym has remote 
controlled bleachers that can seat 
approximately 500 people. In 
addition to this, the school has 
purchased 600 chairs. 

Greenbelt Middle School’s 
old building still has the origi- 
nal bleachers from when the 
school was first built. Some of 
the equipment, such as the fans, 
was so old that it could not be 
repaired because the companies 
that made the equipment were 
no longer in business. 

The new gym has air con- 
ditioning and a workout room 
with machines that use green 
energy. 

Teachers and students will use 
the gym. 

The new school has lots of 
water fountains, which doesn’t 
seem like a luxury, but at the 
old school there were many that 
did not work. 

Security Cameras 

There are 90 security cam- 
eras in the new middle school 
which will be available to all 
school administrators to watch. 

Every classroom in the new 
school is fully equipped with 
Smart Boards, projected screens 
that are touch interactive. 

The desks in each classroom 
are triangular tables that have 
been arranged into groups of 
four. The desks are for both 
left and right handed students. 
They wanted to do the best 
they could for feasibility and 
space. 

“The teachers will make 
the classrooms more inviting,” 
said Tweedy, looking around an 
empty classroom, “That’s what 
will really be amazing.”

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She and her colleagues will 
use the rover’s imaging to find 
interesting rocks to target. They 
will move the rover toward such 
rocks using its arm to do contact 
science, taking pictures and get- 
ting textures that tell about their 
formation. The scientists can 
use its arm to drill and scoop 
up a sample to put in the belly’s 
laboratory, where they can look 
closely at mineralogy and organ- 
ICS. 

Curiosity also has a ChemCam 
instrument, which uses a laser to 
vaporize rock and can tell about 
the rock’s composition by looking 
at sparks thereby emitted. 

“So from a distance we can 
already get some information 
about the elemental composi- 
tion of this rock, which is pretty 
cool,” Stern said. 

Because Curiosity 1s so much 
larger than other rovers — it 
weighs a ton — and has many 
more capabilities, its landing 
proved quite a challenge. The 
sequence was pre-programmed 
because of the distance between 
Mars and Earth and the time 
lapse in transmitting data. 

Minutes of Terror 

After eight months of travel, 
the rover began its “seven min- 
utes of terror” when it entered 
the Mars atmosphere at about 
13,000 mph. It had to slow 
down to about 900 mph from 
atmospheric friction and then to 
180 mph by deploying a super- 
sonic parachute.

“Then this is when the su- 
per cool stuff starts,” said Me- 
lissa Trainer, Ph.D., planetary 
atmospheric chemist at Goddard. 
“This 1s the super new part.” 

A jet pack attached to the 
rover by cables flew it close to 
the landing spot, when the cables 
lowered it gently to the surface. 
The cables were then cut and 
the jet pack flew away, leaving 
Curiosity on the surface of Mars. 

Because several opportuni- 
ties existed for something to go 
wrong, when Curiosity landed 
the control room was in full cel- 


ebration. Pictures of the rover’s 
wheels and shadow that came 
in via Mars’ satellite Odyssey 
brought hugs and tears on the 
big screen and applause in the 
auditorium. 

Curiosity is expected to ex- 
plore interesting rock layers of 
Mount Sharp in the Gale Crater 
for about two years, one Martian 
year, said Amy Mcadam, plan- 
etary geochemist at Goddard. 

“There are canyons and chan- 
nels and all sorts of things all in 
one place to look at,” Mcadam 
said.

more housing is developed, do 
they need to keep pushing af- 
fordable housing?” asked Perl- 
man. “Working on the hous- 
ing study has been extremely 
rewarding, trying to approach 
the question of housing af- 
fordability from an impar- 
tial stance and different data 
sources.” 

He has also helped draft a 
request for proposals for the 
city’s search for a consultant 
to help evaluate development 
proposals upon land near the 
Greenbelt Metro station. In 
addition, he has been working 
on updating the city’s vision- 
ing goals for the next five 
years, helping public works 
develop a fiscal plan and sit- 
ting in on meetings. 

“It’s been great just being 
in the presence of everyone in 
this office and seeing how a 
city is run day to day,” Perl- 
man said. “Learning about the 
balance of power and the lead- 
ership has been interesting.” 

Perlman, who is slated to 
graduate in May 2013, says 
he would like to work for 
local government, because it 
“sets you closest to the people 
you’re trying to help.” He is 
in the process of looking for 
positions in the Washington 
area as well as in New York 
City, as it’s important for him 
to stay close to his family 
who live in Rockville. He 
plays tennis, takes advantage 
of Washington’s many bike 
trails and hopes he can take 
what he has learned here and 
apply it to help other people.”

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Franklin Park Apartments 
Freak Flooding Is Fixed

Mary Babbitt’s bathroom ex- 
haust fan gushed water in her 
apartment at Franklin Park 11 
times from September 2011 to 
June 2012. 

Every time Franklin Park re- 
sponded to the call that day and 
every time they thought they had 
solved the problem. 

“It was so sporadic,” Aaron 
Martin said. He had never seen 
a problem like this before. Mar- 
tin is director of maintenance for 
Franklin Park. 

“We had to test every plumb- 
ing fixture in the apartment,” said 
Lesley Luckhardt, Franklin Park 
general manager. 

“It was one of those tricky 
situations where you couldn’t 
figure out the source of it,” Luck- 
hardt said. 

Martin had never seen any- 
thing like this but believes a de- 
fective pipe caused the incidents. 

Babbitt has lived in the same 
apartment for 35 years. The 
building is old. 

We finally realized the prob- 
lem happened whenever the two 
neighbors above her were drain- 
ing their bathtubs, said Luckhardt. 

They would have had to pull 
the stoppers at the same moment, 
said Martin. 

““She’s connected to three oth- 
er apartments. It’s a pretty off 
chance they would be taking a 
bath at the same time,” Martin 
said. 

The final fix was a complete 
replacement of the pipes. They 
also moved and replaced the ceil- 
ing vent on June 25. 

Babbitt was so frustrated by 
the continued problems with her 
apartment that she filed a case 
with the county court. 

“It’s been just horrible for me. 
It takes up my whole life and 
impacts everything I do,” Babbitt 
said of having to continuously 
call maintenance and manage- 
ment to figure out why this was 
happening. 

Franklin Park offered her an- 
other apartment but she has been 
here 35 years and did not want to 
leave her home. 

The management also offered 
her a settlement of $1,200 but 
she wanted reduced rent in res- 
titution for the months that this 
was ongoing, as well.

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Bridge Widening Impact 
On Stream Concerns City 


by Jessica Wilde 


Mayor Judith Davis urged the 
city’s three watershed groups 
to consider the environmental 
impacts upon Indian Creek that 
might be caused by widening the 
Sunnyside Road bridge across it. 
“A lot of times it’s folks from 
your groups that give us informa- 
tion that we need to know,” Da- 
vis said at a council worksession. 

The watershed groups, Bea- 
verdam Creek, Citizens to Con- 
serve and Restore Indian Creek 
(CCRIC) and Friends of Still 
Creek, are stakeholders as of two 
years ago and are the eyes and 
ears of parts of Greenbelt that 
council cannot otherwise follow. 

“The Sunnyside bridge issue 
and CSX issues are ongoing and 
unresolved,” said Cary Coppock 
from CCRIC. 

He said he was concerned 
with the secrecy surrounding the 
project and suggested it might be 
related to the potential opening 
of a CSX intermodal facility in 
Beltsville, which has not been de- 
cided yet, or to the FBI possibly 
relocating its headquarters to the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center, which has not been con- 
firmed. Either option would 
infringe upon a very important 
piece of green space, he said. 

When Davis asked Coppock 
to focus on the environmental 
effects of rebuilding the bridge it- 
self, he said the project had been 
ambiguous about storm water 
management. 

“If they sell this as environ- 
mental improvement, I’m not sold 
yet,” he said. 

But Vicky Hageman, CCRIC’s 
chair, said the bridge might ac- 
commodate trucking for a new 
private recycling center for con- 
struction site debris in Beltsville. 

‘“There’s a lot of traffic impact 
that’s happening on that side of 
town,” she said. 

CCRIC 

In addition to CCRIC’s educa- 
tional project in Greenbelt with 
Food Forests near the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center, the wa- 
tershed group is working on an 
information table for the Labor 
Day Festival. Hageman person- 
ally monitors the stream, taking 
pictures and letting people know 
about any problems. 

She would like to see more 
involvement between the three 
groups to account for internal 
struggles with active membership. 

“T personally would like to 
see a little bit more training from 
the staff on the environmental 
concerns of protecting the creek 
when the projects are done and a 
little bit more recyclability from 
the contractors who are doing 
work in the area,” she said. 

Beaverdam Creek 

Beaverdam Creek Watershed 

Watch Group also focuses on ed- 


ucation about water quality issues 
and they have discovered a great 
variety of life in some of the 
water they have sampled within 
their watershed. The creek runs 
through BARC, north of Green- 
belt. 

Beaverdam Creek’s president 
Michel Cavigelli, a BARC em- 
ployee, said he has been able to 
give tours of the watershed to 
other BARC employees. 

Council plans to ask for an 
update from BARC on research 
that 1s being done, which in- 
volves cutting down trees to 
insert filters for landfills. 

“Is there some way the city 
could be aware of these thing?” 
asked Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts. 

Friends of Still Creek 

Friends of Still Creek is the 
smallest watershed and the flood- 
ing problems in Greenbelt Park 
and its surrounds are its biggest 
concern, said Bill Duncan of Still 
Creek. The stream is not in good 
shape and the fish population is 
not very good. 

“Six years ago we hoped to do 
stream bank restoration but all of 
that is sort of secondary to flood 
water,” he said. 

Baltimore’s municipal separate 
storm sewer permit (MS4) will 
be reviewed soon, said Goolsby, 
and he said it will become the 
template for other municipalities. 
It would be great if the three 
watershed groups could put in 
their two cents for any changes 
to Baltimore’s MS4, he said. 

Duncan thought Montgomery 
County’s MS4 would be the tem- 
plate, since that area is compa- 
rable to Prince George’s County. 

“We'll have to keep our eyes 
and ears open,” Davis said. 

Still Creek is also working on 
a rebate program to encourage 
storm water management tech- 
niques and is looking for ways 
to promote it. Councilmember 
Konrad Herling suggested making 
a public service announcement. 

Michelle Touchet of Still 
Creek asked that council help in 
addressing the problem of trash 
blowing out from the city’s re- 
cycling center into the Sunrise 
property. She suggested an L- 
shaped fence that would catch 
the trash. 

She was also concerned about 
a fallen tree blocking a service 
road that Still Creek uses to do 
cleanups, though Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens said the tree 
prevented teenagers from going 
down to the water late at night. 

Touchet said one of the best 
parts of living in Greenbelt is 
how environmentally conscious 
the council 1s. 

“You guys are so environmen- 
tally aware and you’re just cool,” 
she said.
